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'  I  ^HE  school  opened  on  March  29 
-*-  witii  bright  prospects  for  the 
summer  term.  The  trains  on  the 
branch  road  were  busy  all  day  bringing 
back  old  students,  and  with  them  came 
many  new  ones.  Almost  every  day 
since  that  time  some  new  students  have 
enrolled  until  the  number  at  present 
exceeds  that  of  the  last  several  years 
and  is  not  fv  below  the  highest  mark 
which  the  school  has  ever  reached. 
This  fact  is  very  encouraging  and  a 
successful  and  profitable  term  is  looked 
forward  to  by  all. 

Although  the  number  of  students  is 
large,  every  one  is  pleasantly  and 
comfortably  situated,  and  by  additions 
to  the  faculty  the  old  rule  which 
Indiana  has  always  observed,  that  of 
having  small  classes  and  consequently 
instruction  suited  to  the  different 
individuals,  has  been  maintained.  All 
the  cla-ss  room  are  occupied  at  all 
periods  of  the  day  and  from  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning  until  half  past 
three  in  the  afternoon  there  is  a  busy 
air  around  Normal  which  is  pleasant 
to  observe.  The  earnestness  of  the 
students  is  particularly  noticeable  and 
present  indications  are  for  a  large  and 
strong  senior  class  for  next  year. 


I  HE  tendency  which  existed  several 
years  ago  to  minimize  the  impor- 
tance of  athletics  in  connection  with  a 
school  has  almost  died  out  and  now 
nearly  all  agree  thatathletics  in aproper 
degree  are  indi.spen.sible  to  the  physi- 
cal and  moral  welfare  of  any  .school, 
whether  large  or  .small.  Not  to  mention 
the  physical  benefits  which  arise  from 
athletic.-,  and  are  patent  to  all,  nothing 
so  increa.ses  school  loyalty  and  school 
patriotism  as  a  good  baseball  or  foot- 
ball team  or  a  nicely  equipped  gymna- 
sium. Besides  this  many  a  young  man 
or  young  woman  is  attracted  to  a 
particular  school  because  of  its  athletic 
successes.  This  is  a  perfecth-  natural 
and  healthy  state  of  affairs.  Likewi.se 
the  number  and  character  of  the  boys 
which  come  to  this  school  depends 
largely  upon  the  place  which  athletics 
occupy  in  the  regular  .school  life  of  the 
student.  The  new  athletic  field  here 
has  offered  many  attractions  in  this 
line  and  in  the  fall  and  .spring  very 
creditable  football  and  baseball  teams 
have  been  developed  when  the  number 
of  boys  is  taken  into  consideration. 
But  this  school  has  not  reached  the 
standard  it  should  in  this  line  because 
of  many  obstacles  in  the  way  of  lack  of 
proper  training  as  well  as  the  .semi- 
professionalism  existing  in  many  of 
the  school  of  this  part  of  the  state.  It 
is  the  desire  of  the  authorities  to 
emphasize  this  side  of  the  school  life 
and  the  co-operation  of  all  its  friends 
is  earnestly  requested. 

But  there  is  a  large  part  of  the  year 
in  which  the  athletic  field  cannot  be 
u.sed  at  all.  At  this  time  of  the  year 
it  is  necessary  that  every  .student  take 
regular  and  systematically  directed 
exercise  if  the  health  of  the  school  is  to 
be  maintained.  Under  existing  con- 
ditions this  is  almost  impossible.     The 


small  gymnasium,  which  of  course  is 
not  without  its  usefulness  is  not  ade- 
quate enough  to  supply  the  demand 
that  should  be  made  upon  agyninasium 
of  a  .school  as  large  as  this  one 
Indiana's  greatest  need  is  a  large  and 
well  equipped  gymnasium  and  a 
physical  director,  and  it  is  the  hope  of 
every  friend  of  the  .school  that  this 
improvement  will  speedily  come.  If 
there  were  a  well  directed  gymnasiuui 
it  would  not  be  necessary  to  develop  a 
football  or  baseball  team  from  men 
who  have  liad  no  phybical  training  at 
all  but  the  regular  necessary  exercise 
under  skillful  management  could  be 
made  to  lead  up  to  the  result.  It  is 
useless  to  attempt  to  name  the  benefits 
which  would  arise  from  such  an  ad- 
dition to  the  school  equipment  but  the 
experience  of  other  .schools  will  ttslify 
to  its  necessity  as  well  as  to  its 
advantages  evidenced  in  the  advanced 
physical  and  moral  tone  of  the  .school. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  some  time  in 
the  near  future  .some  means  will  I  e 
obtained  of  making  this  very  nece.ss.iry 
addition  to  the  school's  facilities. 


I  HE  return  of  the  warm  weather 
has  again  renewed  the  beauties 
of  the  campus.  By  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  gardner  the  different  parts  of  the 
grounds  have  been  improved  so  that  at 
present  there  are  no  bare  or  unsightly 
-spots,  and  in  addition  to  this  flower 
beds  have  been  made  along  the  walks 
and  terraces  so  that  the  whole  eflect  fe 
very  attractive.  The  new  athletic 
field  is  now  covered  with  a  heavy  sod 
and  with  its  improved  diamond  makes

DEATHS. 


F.  Earl  Fleck,  '89,  died  at  the  home 
of  his  aunt, Mary  McClusky.inlndiana, 
on  April  21,  of  typhoid  pneumonia. 
Mr.  Fleck  was  in  business  at  Broad 
Ford,  Pa.,  but  feeling  very  unwell  he 
started  to  go  to  his  home  at  Marion 
Center.  When  he  reached  Indiana  he 
was  not  able  to  go  farther  and  his 
mother  was  summoned  to  his  .side. 
Four  weeks  of  intense  suffering  ended; 
in  his  death.  A  year  ago  his  wife 
died  and  Mr.  Fleck's  body  was  taken  to. 
Willett  and  interred  by  her  .side.  His 
family  are  well  known  to  Normal 
people  who  sorrow  with  them  in  their 
loss.  

We  record  with  sorrow  the  death  of" 
Miss      Sarah      Horrocks,    '93,    Vice 
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principal  of  the  Johnstown  High  School 
•which  event  took  place  at  her  home 
1 126,  Cottage  Place,  Johnstown,  on 
the  evening  of  April  4th.  Her  death 
was  directl)'  due  to  a  stroke  of 
apoplexy  in  the  early  morning,  but 
was  in  reality  the  long-feared  result  of 
•the  serious  affliction  from  which  she 
had  suffered  during  the  last  j^ear. 
Upon  the  advice  of  local  phj'sicians. 
Miss  Horrocks  submitted  to  several 
operations  and  while  the  treatment 
afforded  temporary  relief,  no  surgical 
skill  could  stay  the  advance  of  the 
insidious  disease.  In  the  death  of 
Miss  Horrocks  the  public  schools  of 
Johnstown  have  lost  a  recognized 
leader  in  educational  work,  and  a 
teacher  whose  many  years  of  faithful 
and  efficient  service  made  for  her  a 
marked  record.  Since  the  organization 
of  the  city,  she  was  a  prominent  figure, 
and  a  valued  teacher  in  the  high  school 
and  was  previoush^  employed,  in  the 
lower  grade  schools.  Her  choice  as 
one  ot  the  five  most  popular  teachers 
•sent  on  a  free  European  trip  by  the 
Piilsburg  Times  attests  to  her 
l^opularity  andtells  of  hermany  friends. 
As  an  instructor  she  was  always 
thorough,  conscientious  and  efficient, 
and  her  loss  to  the  high  school  will  be 
keenly  felt.  From  the  Johnstown 
Democrat  we  take  the  account  of  her 
funeral  :

MATHEMATICS. 
A  large  part  of  the  final  work  in  the 
preparation  of  the  junior  class  for  the 
examinations  devolves  upon  the 
mathematical  department,  for  arith- 
metic and  algebra  are  among  the  mo.st 
difficult  branches  of  the  junior  work.

Besides  this  there  is  an 
elective  class  in  geometry  for  juniors 
who  have  completed  the  larger  part  of 
their  junior  work  and  are  anticipating 
their  senior  work  .so  that  next  year  they 
may  have  time  to  pursue  advanced 
work  in  connection  with  the  regular 
course.  In  these  clas.ses  are  a  number 
of  j'oung  men  who  are  not  pursuing 
the  regular  course  but  are  preparing 
for  college.  Of  these  half  a  dozen  or 
more  expect  to  enter  college  next  fall. 
There  are  this  year  three  graduate 
students  pursuing  courses  in  the 
mathematical  department. 

The  aim  in  mathematics  is,  especially 
in  the  lower  classes,  to  develop  the 
reasoning  powers  and  to  make  the 
.students  accurate  and  careful  in  their 
work.  Stress  is  laid  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  the  subject  from  principles 
already  known  and  to  proceed  from 
these  to  more  advanced  principles  and 
reasoning,  as  well  as  the  connection 
between  tlie  different  parts  of  the 
science  so  that  each  subject  is  consid- 
ered as  but  an  integral  part  of  the 
whole.  The  work  in  this  department 
has  throughout  the  year  been  very 
encouraging  and  an  intelligent  interest 
seems  to  pervade  the  work  ci  the 
students. 


Of  the  boys  who  left  the  school  for 
the  army,  W.  F.  Johnston  has  been 
appointed  regimental  clerk  of  the  5th 
regiment  and  Harry  Patterson  is  clerk, 
for  Company  D.  Corporal  Ney 
Prothero  has  been  put  on  the  hospital 
corps.  A  large  number  of  letters  are 
received  from  our  soldiers  boys  so  that 
we  are  well  informed  of  their  move- 
ments. They  are  now  in  camp  at 
Chickamauga.
